The area of high barometer which

the barometer has risen, and this 
morning it reads above 31.2 inches, 
the highest in several years.

eters the country east of the

sippi river. 


The advance (if the disturbance 


from the southwest bis caused the 
temperature to rise over the Missis- 
sippi aucl Missouri valleys, and it will 
cause a slight rise over this section 
during the next twenty-four hours. 
Over the extreme nonhwest the tem- 
perature has fallen and ranges from 
ten to forty degrees below zero.

is very probable that this cold will 
reach us after the passage of the dis- 
turbance now o(er the southwest, 
which would occur Thursday night or 
Friday.

the lake regions, St. Lawrence valley, 
and the greater portion of the coun- 
try west of the Mississippi river.
